Why 
do I that? For a reason that I think 
rather good. Those boys will, in the 
course of their education, get the 
first-rank people whether I give it to 
them or not. That*’s what education 
very largely means today—knowing 
the names that sound the loudest. 
That's what business means, that's 
what success means. Well, I'd like 
to get out of that rut for a while. 
I'd like to get the boys acquainted 
with some of the fellows who didn’t 
blow their trumpets so loudly but 
who nevertheless sounded a beautiful 
note. We're not going to read the 
works in class; we couldn’t do all of 
that. The boys will do their reading 
at home. They'll read in class the 
things that appeal to them most. An 
incident. A bit of dramatic action. 
I'll let them choose what they wish; 
I'll let them read what they wish. 
And then we'll have some fun in 
their telling me why they made their 
choice, why a thing called to them. 

‘I don’t want to analyze authors.

“One cannot say that the real 
American poetry is the poetry of the 
soll. One cannot say it is the poetry 
of the city. One cannot say it is the 
poetry of the native as one cannot 
say it is the poetry of the alien. Tell 
me what America ig and I'll tell you 
what its poetry is. It seems to me 
we worry too much about this busi- 
ness. Where there is life there is 
poetry, and just as much as our life 
is different from English life so is 
our poetry different. The alien who 
comes here for somthing different, 
something ideal, something that is 
not England and not France and not 
Germany and finds it, knows this to 
be America. When he becomes 
articulate and raises his voice in 
an outburst of song, he is singing 
an American lyric. He is an Amer- 
ican. His poetry is American. He 
could not have sung that same song 
in the place from where he hails; he 
could not have sung it in any other 
country to which he might have em 
igrated. Be grateful for the in- 
dividual note he contributes and 
adopt it for your own as he has 
adopted the country. 

‘“‘America means certain things to 
the people who come here. It means 
the Declaration of Independence, it 
means Washington, it means Lin- 
coln, it means Emerson—never for- 
get Emerson—it means the English 
language, which is not the language 
that is spoken in England or her 
provinces. Just as soon as the alien 
gets all that—-and it may take two 
or three generations—he is as much 
an American as is the man who can 
boast of nine generations of Amer- 
ican forebears. He gets the tone of 
America and as soon as there is tone 
there is poetry. 

‘“‘People do me the honor to say 
that I am truly a poet of America. 
They point to my New England 
background, to the fact that my pa- 
ternal ancestor came here some time 
in the sixteen hundreds. So much is 
true, but what they either do not 
know or do not say is that my 
mother was an immigrant. She came 
to these shores from Edinburgh in 
an old vessel that docked at Philadal- 
phia. «But she felt the spirit of 
America and became part of it be- 
fore she even set her foot off the 
boat. She used to tell about it when 
I was a child. She was sitting on 
the deck of the boat waiting for or- 
ders to come ashore. Near her some 
workmen were loading Delaware 
peaches on to the ship. One of them 
picked out one of them and dropped 
it into her lap. 

“ ‘Here, take that,’ he said. The 
way he said it and the spirit in 
which he gave it left an indelible im- 
pression on her mind. ‘It was a 
bonny peach,’ she used to say, ‘and 
I didn't eat it. I kept ft to show 
my friends.’ Looking back would I 
say that she was less the American 
than my father? No. America 
meant something live and real and 
virile to her. He took it for granted. 
He was a Fourth of July American, 
by which I mean that he rarely 
failed to celebrate in the way con- 
sidered proper and appropriate. She, 
however, was. a year-around Amer- 
ican. 

“IT had an aunt in New England 
who used to talk long and loud about 
the foreigners who were taking over 
this country. Across the way from 
her house stood a French Catholic 
church which the new people of the 
village had put up. Every Sunday 
my aunt would stand at her window, 
behind the curtain, and watch the 
steady stream of men and women 
pouring into church. Her mouth 
would twist in the way that seems 
peculiar to dried up New Englanders 
and she would say, ‘My soul!’ Just 
that. ‘My soul!’ All the disap- 
proval and indignation and disgust 
were concentrated in these two 
words. She never could see why I 
laughed at her, but it did strike me 
very funny for her to be calling 
upon her soul for help when this 
mass of industrious people were g0- 
ing to church to save theirs.

RECOLLECTIONS OF A SAVAGE. 
By Eiwin A. Ward. 307 pp. New 
York: Frederick A. Stokes Com- 
pany. 

HIS Savage Club was started 
more than half a_ century 
ago to take care of men who 
had never quite grown up. 


A number of them had been 
meeting around in cafés and taverns 
and longed for a home of their own, 
from which they might shut out a 
world which understood them not 
and was disposed to frown upon 
their prankishness. It was from 
Richard Savage, care-free Bohemian 
of the seventeenth century, that the 


name was derived, though the 
founders were not oblivious of the 
misunderstandings which might 


arise, and their followers have done 
all they could to justify the suspicion 
that the club was cradled in the 
jungie. Along the stairway wall of 
the clubhouse in Adelphi Terrace, 
London, is a menacing array of 
tomahawks. spears, bows and ar- 
rows, assegais and similar weapons. 

in the main this is a chronicle of

Ralph and Phil May seem to have 
had much in common.

Up in the Watchung Hills of New 
Jersey, twenty and some miles from 
New York, there are three colonies, 
each with a few hundred souls, one 
within a stone’s throw of the other, 
each conducting itself to prove a 
certain theory right. Each colony is 
theoretically an experimental station 
in which people are trying out 4 
theory. That they should be so near 
to one another does not at all mean 
that there is any theoretical relation 
among them, except that each col- 
ony originally thought it had the 
remedy for all the ills of the world. 
Some years ago, a dozen or more, 
Bolton Hall, well-known single taxer 
and author, donated a tract of land 
to a single tax group. Thither a few 
believers went, each one establish- 
ing himself in a little shack, a bun- 
galow or a tent, according to his 
finances, with the intention of prov 


ing that Henry George's theories 0°
